The market for American sulphite pulp 
in England has been weak for the last 
fortnight, and the prominent exporters 
here have been at a loss to know the rea- 
son why. The price went off 15 shillings, 
and this week it took a further fall of 5 
shillings.

Late this afternoon Governor 
Black, at the executive chamber in Albany, 
touched the telephone button and, after 
speaking over the wire his regrets at his 
ability to be present, coupled with a few 
words of congratulation, formally declared 
the great power opened. The water was 
let into the great power tanks and the dyna- 
mos began to turn while Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Woodruff made the speech of con- 
gratulation. The entire power is from stor- 
age of water in the Adirondack region.

The snow that arrived in the Adiron- 
dacks the first of the past month was hailed 
with joy by the men engaged in getting out 
pulp timber. For the past few seasons se- 
rious setbacks have occurred. This year the 
usual condition of things was changed, and 
hauling began along in early December. 
The January thaw has just occurred, how- 
ever. It has taken off much of the snow, 
and hauling has been rendered more diffi- 
cult. A general heavy rainfall has extend- 
ed all over Northern New. York and the 
Adirondacks have not escaped; but the mill 
men are confident of some heavy storms to 
come, and it looks as if some of the big- 
gest drives Black River and its many tribu- 
taries have ever seen would materialize the 
coming spring. 

The Taggart Paper Company, of Water- 
town, which owns some extensive tracts of 
lands in the Big Woods, on Indepcadent 
River, has about 140 men employed at pres- 








ent in cutting its “TEE «Cig tucmiabonr neds nit ened: Tha) of pulp wood. The 
biggest drive yet made by the company is 
expected, and 7,500 cords of spruce are now 
cut and stacked and in process of being 
hauled to the river. The chances are that 
the stream will be choked with logs when 
the breaking occurs in the spring. The 
Taggart Company has booms at Great 
Bend, where it catches most of the wood, 
and some smaller ones at Felts Mills, 4 
miles below. The wood needed for the 
Watertown mill is floated down and also 
shipped by freight, but the larger amount is 
retained at Great Bend. 

The Remington Paper Company, C. R. 
Remington & Son Company, the Ontario 
Paper Company and the Dexter Sulphite 
Company are also making extensive cut- 
tings. 

The Newton Falls Paper Company, at 
Newton Falls, has a large gang now at 
work at that mill, cutting pulp wood.

The Jefferson Paper Company, of Black 
River, has purchased for $11,000 at receiv- 
er’s sale the chair factory at Black River, 
including machinery and fixtures. The 
water power at this point is excellent, and 
it would be very valuable to the company 
in case it should double its power. It is 
now understood that a movement is on 
foot to organize a new chair company here 
to operate the plant.

The local paper market continues firm 
despite the tendency that has been dis- 
played recently toward sluggishness. The 
plaint that I have heard made oftenest is 
that there is no anticipatory buying, that 
sufficiently to meet 
their immediate demands, and do not by 
their purchases express as much confi- 
dence in the future as trade conditions 
generally would’ seem to warrant. ‘There 
is no trouble in selling goods when they 
are needed, no haggling over prices, as 
there was some time since,” said a large 
jobber, “but, for some reason which I can- 
not explain, purchasers are not as free in 
their orders as might be expected. If a 
buyer will need certain goods a_ week 
hence, it is the hardest sort of work to 
sell them to him now. His desire is to 
wait until he actually needs the goods. A 
short time ago we found things very lively, 
but now the market seems to have become 
listless, and this, I hope, is only for a short 
period. Prices, however, are holding their 
own, and in some lines there is a manifest 
tendency toward an increase. Do not un- 
derstand me to mean that no goods are be- 
ing sold. Money is fairly easy, and orders 
are generous, but the tone of the market 
is dull.”

Already our national ledger for the year 
has been made up. The returns of exports 
and imports are not very encouraging, but 
they are by no means alarming. The de- 
crease in exports is attributed to the great 
industrial fights of the year, and is hardly as 
big as might have been expected. The total 
exports amounted to $1,171,750,000, a de- 
crease of $23,975,000. The imports show an 
increase of nearly $50,000,000 over last year. 


As regards the paper trade the reports | 


very generally show that it has been a fairly 
good year. The shareholders in the lim- 
iteds have nothing to complain about, and 
makers’ agents and wholesale stationers 
confess that they have not done so badly. 
Darwen is an important centre of the 
trade, the mills within a 5-mile radius turn- 
ing out upward of 1,500 tons per week. The 
local press states that the year that has just 
closed, taken as a whole, has been one of 
the most successful in the annals of the local 
paper trade, and generally speaking good 
dividends have been earned.

During the past few weeks the Paisley 
Library authorities have been busy destroy- 
ing several cartloads of books between 100 
and 150 years old by burning in one of the 
furnaces at the gas works. When the work 
of destruction was complete and the fine 
ash was cleared away, « biock of salt of cal- 
cium, measuring a foot by 5 or 6 inches, 
was discovered at the bottom—a solidified 
deposit from the chemical composition in 
the paper.

Dr. Adolph Frank’s opinion that the 
light of the acetylene flame is an excellent 
one for the matching of colors astonishes 
me, but at the same time it is evident that 
he has not arrived at it by practical experi- 
ment. You published lately an article of 
his translated from the “Papier Zeitung”’ in 
which he accepts the opinion of “certain 
French physicists” that the acetylene light 
“is excellently adapted for the accurate dis- 
tinction of colors.”” Now a couple of years 
or so ago when acetylene first came up as 
an illuminant, I informed you of the result 
of many experiments made by one of the 
cleverest colorists that we have, and he ar- 
rived at exactly the opposite result. His 
own experiments showed him that acetylene 
was as tricky as gaslight, as far as concerns 
the matching of colors. When the article 
by Frank appeared in THe Paper TRADE 
Journat I sent it to him and asked him 
whether it is possible that in his experi- 
ments he had an impure acetylene flame. 
He sends me the following letter, which is 
well worth publishing in full. “Regarding 
the question of the effect of acetylene light 
in color examination, I still hold the same 
opinions as first published in the columns 
of ‘The Dyer’ in March, 1896. This was

be used by any experimenter, and seeing 
the difference in opinion on this subject I 
am willing at any time to show several dyed 


colors which match well in good daylight, | 


and yet differ widely in acetylene light, or 
vice versa. Water or oil color pigments 
have not so interesting and characteristic 
absorption spectra as most of the anilines 
or natural colors, such as fustic or archil; 
hence their name ‘normal’ or less un- 
changed appearance under artificial lights. 
It is the nature of the absorption spectrum 
which causes the great changes seen in 
some colors when examined in gaslight.

Mooney, St. John, who has had a long ex- 
perience in the manufacture of sulphite pulp 
both in Canada and the United States, and 
has been sold by him to the company at the 
price of £2,000, which sum he is to invest in 
shares of the company. The Mispec River 
receives its supply of water from four lakes, 
one of which, Loch Lomond, is about 12 
miles long and 1 mile broad, and the qual- 
ity of the water, which has been analyzed, 
is pronounced as most suitable for the man- 
ufacture of pulp. These lakes are surround- 
ed by spruce forests, which are mostly in 
the hands of small farmers, from whom the 
wood can be purchased as cheaply as any- 
where else in Canada. The principal sup- 
ply of timber will be drawn from the St. 
John River, which is 450 miles long and 
runs through a woodland the whole length 
of New Brunswick, part of the province of 
Quebec, and part of the State of Maine. 
There are, moreover, numerous tributaries 
flowing through woodlands into the St. 
John. The supply of timber is thus prac- 
tically unlimited. Buildings will be erected 
to accommodate a plant to produce 40 tons 
of dry pulp per day, but, in the meantime, 
machinery for 20 tons per day only will be 
put in. The buildings will be of stone and 
brick, and are estimated tv cost £6,500. The 
machinery, plant and utensils are estimated 
to cost £24,500.

| means of the improved machine, the 
gummed areas being indicated by the 
shaded portions thereof and the method 
of severing the same to form individual 
bands being indicated by dotted lines. 

As shown in the drawings, the operative 
parts of the improved machine are sup- 
ported in a frame which consists of lateral 
frame sections, A, secured together by 
transverse frame members, A’. 

Revolubly mounted in suitable bearings 
formed in the lateral sections A of the ma- 
chine frame is a roll, B, the under side of 
which runs in a gum or glue fount B’, the 
bottom b of which is hollow, and the in- 
terior of said hollow bottom being con- 
nected with a suitable source of steam sup- 
ply by a pipe, 0’, through which steam is 
admitted thereto. The steam so admitted 
to the hollow bottom b of said gum or glue 
fount will operate to maintain the gum or 
glue therein in a liquid state and likewise 
affords convenient means for regulating 
the consistency thereof. 


APPLYING GUM OR GLUE TO 
PAPER. 


A patent has been granted for an inven- | 
tion which relates to machinery for apply- 
ing gum or glue to the surface of a web of 
paper,and relates particularly to machinery 
for so applying gum or glue to a web of 
paper which is designed and intended to 
be cut into tie bands for use in laundries 
for securing shirts in folded position. 

Heretofore the general practice has been 
to apply gum or glue to tie bands by hand 








in suitable bearings in the machine frame 
above the roll B, is a segment of a cylin- 
der, B*, the circumferential dimension of 
which is equal to the desired width of the 
gummed or glued areas on the web of 
paper. 

The shaft 6° is so located relatively to 
the roll B that as said shaft rotates the 
perimeter of the cylindrical segment B?’ 
will come into contact with the perimeter 
of said roll B. 

Positive rotary movement in the direc- 
tions indicated by the arrows is imparted 


after the web of paper. has been cut or 
severed into bands, it having been found 
practically impossible to apply gum or 
glue thereto by machinery while united in 
a web, owing principally to the difficulty 
of distributing such gum or glue evenly 
upon the surface of said web, a thick strip 
of gum or glue forming across the web 
where the gumming or gluing device 
leaves said web. Owing also to the con- 
sistency of said gum or glue, it stretches 
out in the form of strings, which are apt 
to adhere to the surface of the paper out- 
side of the portions thereof which it is de- 
sired to gum or glue in an undesirable and 
objectionable manner. 

The object of the invention is to provide 
improved means to apply gum or glue 
evenly to desired portions of the surface 
of a web of paper of limited areas, which | 
said gummed or glued portions of said 
web of paper shall be separated from each | 
other by ungummed spaces of uniform | 
length.

As shown, the roll B is driven from any 
suitable source of power (not shown) by 
means of a belt applied to a driving pulley, 


HIS cut illustrates The New England Grinder as first made and 

ut on the market in the spring of 1888, fitted to use stone 48 

inches diameter, 26 inches thick, to grind wood 24 inches long, 

having two pockets, one on each side of the stone, placed as low 

under the stone as practicable, and designed to use from 100 to 

125 horse power. ‘This arrangement of the pockets causes the stone to 
be partial lifted off its bearings when the feed pressure is applied, 
thereby reducing the loss of power by friction about 8 horse, whereas 
skets placed on top of the stone in the usual way increase the fric- 
tion from 4 to 6 horse power each, as shown by actual tests. Of these 
machines about 200 were sold, most of which are in use to-day, and have 
never been excelled in quantity or quality of pulp made, in proportion 
to the power used. The same machine was ape made to use stone 18 
inches thick, to grind wood 16 inches long. A third pocket placed on 
top of the stone was afterward added, so that the machine could be 
used as a regular three-pocket machine, all parts being made heavier and 
stronger and adapted to use 250 horse power, thus increasing the capaci- 
ty of the machine ; the hydraulic cylinders 
being at the same time made larger. Next, 
an adaptation of pipes and valves was added, 
so uwranged that the three pockets might 
be used independently, as is usually -done 
on a three-pocket machine; or, by closing a 
valve, the lower horizontal pockets could be 
used as a two-pocket machine and the top

pocket used as a regulator of speed, the 
valves and pipes being so constructed that 
whenever the feed pressure was thrown off 
from either horizontal pocket the same 
pressure was turned into the cylinder of the 
top pocket, thus bringing the top pocket 
into action during the time the horizontal 
pocket was backed off to be filled, and when 
the pressure was again turned on to the 
horizontal pocket it was cut off from the 
top pocket; the arrangement being such 
that when the feed pressure was transferred 
from one pocket to another the second 
pocket was always brought into action be 
fore the first pocket was released, thus in- 
suring that two pockets should always be at 
work, a feature possessed by no other pulp 
grinder. ‘The machine has been modified 
and improved from time to time, during the 

ast nine years, fourteen times, developing 
in 1896 into a machine as shown in the cut 
below, retaining all the desirable features 
and remedying every known defect. 

The machine represented below is now 
offered on the market, greatly strengthened 
in all the working parts, to take stone 54 
inches diameter, to grind 24-inch wood, 
weighs 9 tons and embodies the following 
points: The pockets can be conveniently 
adjusted and kept within 1-100 of an inch 
of the stone, SO THAT NO SLIVERS 
CAN BE MADE. The follower is always 
moved with the cylinder and works up close 
to the stone at all times, but cannot touch

Positive rotary movement in the direc- 
tion indicated by the arrow is imparted to 
the roll B* by means of a spur gear, D’, 
secured to the shaft thereof, which meshes 
with the gear b* on the shaft Bb’, the size 
thereof being such that said roll B* will be 
driven at the same surface speed as said 
segmental cylinder B’. 

Supported above the segmental cylinder 
B’? in such manner as to be bodily movable 
toward and from the same is a scraper or 
doctor B®. As shown, said scraper or doc- 
tor is provided with sleeves b* at its oppo- 
site ends, which are fitted to studs b’, rig- 
idly secured in the machine frame. Thread- 
ed to the studs }’ are nuts 05°, between 
which and the tops of the sleeves b° are in- 
serted coiled springs 6’, which operate in 
an obvious manner to hold the scraper or 
doctor B® normally yieldingly advanced, in 
which position the lower edge of said 
scraper or doctor extends below the sur- 
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face of said segmental cylinder B*. The 
improved machine also comprises mea:is 
to raise said scraper or doctor intermittent- 
ly to allow said segmental cylinder to pass 
under it and to release said scraper or ‘loc- 
tor just before said segmental cylinder 
passes from beneath it, allowing said 
scraper or doctor to descend into contact 
with the surface of said segmental cylinder 
at a point adjacent to its rear edge, thus 
severing any strings of gum or glue which 
may have formed between said segmental 
cylinder and the roll B and scraping any 
superfluous gum or glue from the rear edge 
of said segmental cylinder. As shown, 
said means are as follows: Secured to the 
shaft b* adjacent to its opposite ends are 
similar cams, B*, upon which the scraper 
or doctor B® is normally supported. Said 
cams B* are of such size and shape and se- 
cured to the shaft b* in such position that 
as said shaft 6 rotates they will raise said 
scraper or doctor above and out of the 
path of travel of the segmental cylinder B’, 
allowing said segmental cylinder to pass 
freely beneath the same. Said cams are 
also cut away, substantially as shown at 
6”, in such manner that said scraper or 
doctor B® will be suddenly released just be- 
fore said segmental cylinder B’ passes from 
beneath it, thus: allowing said scraper or 
doctor to descend under the influence of 
the springs b’ into contact with the surface 
of said segmental cylinder adjacent to its 
rear edge in the desired manner. 

The lower edge of the scraper or doctor 
is preferably beveled on its front side, leav- 
ing a blunt chisel edge about one-eighth 
of an inch thick. In practice a scraper or 
doctor of this shape is best adapted to per- 
form the desired function thereof. 

The gum or glue is applied to the web 
of paper by the segmental cylinder B’, 
which will be of such size that the periph- 
ery of the complete cylinder will be equal 
to the desired distance between successive 
gummed or glued areas. 

A machine embodying the invention also 
comprises a drying cylinder C. As shown, 
said cylinder C is hollow, and steam is ad- 
mitted to the interior thereof through one 
of its supporting trunnions, ¢, which is 
made hollow and is connected with a 
source of steam supply in substantially the 
same manner that steam is admitted to the 
dryer rolls of a paper making machine, 
which will be clearly understood by per- 
sons familiar with such machinery without

It seems strange to the uninitiated that 
when a little wire is connected across two 
large mains in which a large current is 
passing the little wire is not at once heated 
so hot that it falls to pieces, or is burned up. 
It is owing to the law of C= E ~ R that 
the small wire is protected. It is the 
amount of current passing in a wire which 
does the heating—the voltage has nothing 
whatever to do with the matter, and if the 
resistance placed in the small wire is just 
enough to prevent the high voltage from 
driving through the thin wire any more 
current than it can safely carry, then the 
wire becomes self protecting, and is safe. 

A 16 candle-power incandescent lamp 
usually has a current of one-third ampere 
sent through it, this current being neces- 
sary to heat the filament to incandescence. 
Incandescent lamps are usually connected 
to a dynamo which gives the same voltage 
in the mains—within working limits, of 
course—no matter how many lamps or 
how many motors may be attached there- 
to. This form of machine is called a “con- 
stant potential” generator, to distinguish 
it from the generators used in arc lighting 
where the current is always the same—from 
six to ten amperes—and the voltage in- 
creases and decreases according to the 
number of lamps in the circuit. An arc 
lamp requires about 50 volts to send the 
six amperes of current through it, and as 
many times that voltage will be required 
as there are lamps in the circuit. Thus, if 
there are ten lamps, the voltage must be 
§00; if thirty lamps, 1,500 volts. 

In the arc circuit motors are sometimes 
introduced, but they are not as convenient 
as when run from a constant potential cir- 
cuit, owing to the difficulty in regulating 
them. It is usual to change either the re- 
sistance or the amount of the field wind- 
ing—that is, the winding of the field mag- 
nets—to make the motor adapt itself to 
changes of load or voltage, and with arc 
current motors it is necessary to separate 
the field winding into divisions, and bring 
the ends of the several wires up into a sort 
of flat commutator, where a slide can run 
over them, putting more or less of the 
winding into circuit as the slide is varied. 
A regular little steam engine governor, 
with its whirling balls, controls the posi- 
tion of the slide. When the speed is too 
high the balls move out and pull the slide 
over the flat commutator, cutting out some 
of the field winding.

When an extra lamp is lit the voltage 
jumps up about 50 in the circuit, and will 
force more current through the field mag- 
net winding, thus making the magnetic pull 
of the motor stronger, causing the pull on 
the armature to be increased, thus making 
the motor run faster. This tendency is 
promptly checked by the governor, which 
acts as described above, and the motor 
runs at an even speed with higher voltage 
and a less number of coils of wire working 
on the field magnets, because the increased 
voltage forces enough more current 
through the decreased winding to exactly 
make up the same number of ampere turns 
that were working before the governor 
acted. It is the number of ampere turns 
upon which the strength of any electro- 
magnet depends, no matter whether that 
magnet is for use in a common electric 
bell, or for generating a magnetic field in 
a motor or a generator. 


“Ampere turns” are the number of single 
convolutions of wire on the magnet, mul- 
tiplied by the number of amperes passing 
through the wire. Thus, if a coil has a 
winding of 100 turns, and one-third ampere 
passes through it from an incandescent cir- 
cuit, the ampere turns are 100 X I-3 = 
33 1-3. If, however, the same magnet must 
be worked on a 220-volt circuit, the double 
pressure will force twice the current 
through the resistance offered by the wire 
used, therefore only one-half the number of 
turns of wire will be necessary. It figures 
like this: 2 X 1-3 = 2-3 ampere flowing 
under double the voltage. With 33 1-3 
ampere turns required the winding must 
be 33 1-3 + 2-3 = 50 convolutions of wire. 
The calculating of electric wiring is a very 
interesting mathematical study, and to a 
person inclined toward the solving of puz- 
zles, enigmas, etc., it is very fascinating. 
The governing of motors running on con- 
stant potential circuits is very different 
from the process described above for mo- 
tors ‘running on arc, or, as it may best be 
called, “constant current” circuits. The 
constant current motor, and the dynamo 
for generating that current as well, are 
self regulating, without the use of govern- 
ors, automatic switches, or any other me- 
chanical apparatus. The regulating is all 
done by the manner in which the wire is 
wound on the field magnets of the ma- 
chine. 


In the constant current (arc) motor and 
dynamo the same winding goes right 
around both armature and field magnets. 
Or it may perhaps be more proper to 
say that the same current goes around 
both the parts above mentioned. This 
means that when there is a big load on 
this kind of a machine (called “series 
wound” because the same current travels 
in a series path, or around one after the

other of both armature and field magnets) 
the strength of the machine will be great- 
er, and the more load placed on the ma- 
chine, the higher will the voltage climb up 
to overcome the load, or resistance. 

Attempt to take a big current from this 
kind of a dynamo (series wound) and the 
magnetic field will go all to pieces. The 
voltage will fall, and there will not be 
pressure enough to the current to feed its 
own field magnets. It is about with mo- 
tors (and dynamos too) as it is with steam 
pumps. There are some pumps designed 
to throw a large volume of water under a 
slight head, or against a very low pressure. 
The tank pump is an example of this 
kind. 

Another kind of steam pump is designed 
to force a comparatively small quantity of 
water against a considerable pressure. The 
boiler feed pump is an example of this 
kind, and it works against the very pres- 
sure which feeds it. In the tank pump the 
steam cylinder is small, the water cylinder 
large. In the boiler feed pump the situa- 
tion is exactly opposite, the steam cylinder 
being large, that for water small. Some- 
thing of this kind is the situation between 
the two types of motors and generators 
noted above. In the next paper I will tell 
about the governing of the constant po- 
tential motor and generator.

Obituary. 





Tuomas R. BalILey. 


Thomas R. Bailey, a paper maker em- 
ployed in the Fordham mills, Hamilton, 
Ohio, was found dead in bed at his board- 
ing house in that place on January 12. He 
was well known in the trade, and during his 
forty-five years’ work in paper manufactur- 
ing had been employed in many of the 
prominent mills of the country. He was 
in his sixty-third year, and leaves a widow 
and five children, the widow and one 
daughter residing at Enon, Ohio. 

A memorandum book of the deceased 
showed that he lived a wonderfully system- 
atic life. Beside a diary, the book con- 
tained recipes for the making of different 
kinds and grades of paper. He was a mem- 
ber of the I. O. O. F. and was generally 
respected. 

The post-mortem examination upon the 
body of the veteran paper maker showed a 
peculiar condition of affairs. It disclosed 
that he had died from a fatty infiltration of 
the heart, and that a charred half of a match 
was imbedded in the middle lining of the 
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stomach, and was completely covered on 
both sides. There was no inflammation of 
any kind, and it was manifest that the 
match had been deposited in the stomach 
for years. Attending physicians regarded 
it as a most remarkable case. Since the 
match never caused Mr. Bailey any in- 
convenience he probably was not aware that 
he had swallowed it. 





HERMAN L. Mason. 

Herman L. Mason, superintendent of the 
paper mill of the Allen Brothers Company, 
Sandy Hill, N. Y., died on January 11, of 
typhoid fever, after an illness of several 
weeks. The funeral services were held 
on January 13 in the Sandy Hill Baptist 
Church, of which the deceased was a mem- 
ber, and were conducted by the Rev. E. R. 
Sawyer. There was a very large attend- 
ance, and the floral tributes were many 
and handsome. 

Mr. Mason was born in Sandy Hill, 
September 16, 1851, and was educated at 
the Union School. He began his labors in 
the Allen mill in 1870, and made a record 
of twenty-seven years of steady and faith- 
ful service. Six years ago he became su- 
perintendent of the mill. He was a man of 
sterling qualities, and was greatly beloved 
by all who knew him. 

On the day of the funeral the mill of the 
Allen Brothers Company was shut down 
from 11 A. M. to 6 P. M. 





Rue S. Syms. 

Ruel S. Syms,a brother of W. E. Syms, at 
one time senior member of the Syms & 
Dudley Paper Company, Watervliet, 
Mich., died at his home in Springfield, 
Mass., January 6, of bronchial consump- 
tion. He was born in Litchfield, Me. He 
served for about a year in the civil war 
with the Third New Hampshire Regiment, 
but was discharged on account of illness. 
He was for a good while a paper maker. 
He traveled extensively for a paper com- 
panv in Connecticut and for one in New- 
burg, N. Y, and had been connected with 
the management of paper mills in Pennsyl- 
vania, Michigan and Connecticut. A widow 
survives him. 





Richard Bowler died at his home, Hol- 
yoke, Mass., January 12, aged fifty-one 
years. Mr. Bowler was for twenty-two 
years employed by the Powers Paper 
Company. He leaves a widow and six 


children.
